LETTER from Rev. E. Lombard to the Right Hon. E. J. Littleton. 

Sir, Harriet Ville, Mallow, 30th Nov. 1833. 

I WAITED on Major Miller, inspector-general of police for the Cork, district, 
with the accompanying affidavits, for the purpose of procuring military force, 
and a civil officer authorized to command them, to protect persons employed in 
distraining for composition due to my father, the Rev. John Lombard, rector of 
the parish of Kilshannick. By Major Miller’s direction, I now take the liberty of 
forwarding them to you, to attain the same object. I beg leave to state that my 
father was one of the first persons who entered into composition, and so long a time 
has therefore elapsed that several farms have since then fallen out of lease, and 
been relet without any reference to the commissioners’ boundaries. This then is 
the difficulty he labours under with respect to the “ Relief Loan Bill,’* that 
though he could swear that certain lands were taxed with certain sums, yet he 
could not ascertain so as to swear to “ the names of the several persons charged 
with each item, and the description of the several persons respectively chargeable,” 
because the Composition Act said, the tax on the ground, without reference to per- 
sons ; and when partners in subdivided farms quarrelled as to their portions, my 
father’s agent distrained within the prescribed boundary, insisted on receiving the 
commissioners’ sum, and let these partners arrange their own differences. This 
course of proceeding could not be adopted just at present. 

This statement may be obscure ; what I want to show is, that my father, now 
in his 77th year, has not acted from factious motives : 19 years has he been curate 
of this parish and 32 years rector, and during these 51 yearn has he lived on the 
most affectionate terms with all his parishioners, without distinction, and so 
reasonable have they considered their composition that no arrears h'ave ever 
remained unpaid, except about 12 /. of last year. 

And I am confident the link between him and his parishioners would not have 
been broken but for the unceasing exertions of a lately appointed Roman-catholic 
curate. May I then hope you will have the kindness to forward instructions to 
Major Miller to provide a sufficient military force, as also a paid magistrate to 
command, to protect persons to be employed by my father in distraining, as with- 
out such protection loss of life must ensue in the next attempt made to recover his 
composition money.

several persons say that it was badly managed to let the Rev. Edmond Lombard 
escape bu that the next lime he went that way distraining, he, or any persons wUh 
him, should not escape so easily, but should be put to death. Deponent further 
saith, that hesaw several strangers half drunk, made so, as he heard by the owner 
of the impounded horse, for the purpose of killing the aforesaid persons, Timol 
Murphy, James Haillan and the Rev. Edmond Lombard.

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bard rode up, when all the farmers turned their backs to him, leaving strangers 
half drunk in the front, with stones and pikes in their hands. The Rev. Edmond 
Lombard having put up the horse for sale, and bid for it, a general assault was then 
made on him with stones by those persons and by the farmers; and deponent seeing 
him struck so severely, he thought he would have been knocked off his horse, and 
knowing it was the people’s intent to murder him when he was down, he, the depo- 
nent, ran into the pound-keeper’s house ; the pound-keeper then told him to be off, 
and when he came out he saw the people pursuing the Rev. Edmond Lombard, and 
shouting to others who were stationed round to run across and stop him at the 
stream, which several tried to do, others running the near way to get before him, 
while more were in pursuit. When the Rev. Edmond Lombard escaped they 
began quarrelling with each other, because some had not caught the Rev. Edmond 
Lombard’s horse by the reins until they had murdered him. Deponent then stole 
off, being afraid to run, when a party followed him, six of whom came up, leaving 
50 or 60 a little behind, and were going at once to murder him, saying he was a 
spy, and would inform against those who were that day at the pound. A friend 
who was with him then persuaded them to spare his life, on which he was made to 
go on his knees, and swear not to inform against or prosecute any of the persons 
engaged in that day’s business, or ever again to assist in the collection of compo- 
sition due to the Rev. John Lombard ; and he being on his oath, and living in a lone- 
some place with his wife and children, is deterred from mentioning names.

The INFORMATION of the Rev. Edmond Lombard. 

County of Cork,] The information of the Rev. Edmond Lombard, of Harriet Ville, 
to wit. Jin said county, who, being duly sworn, deposeth and saith. That on 
the 27th of November instant, he, this informant, went to the pound of Guerrans, 
in said county, (where he sent Timothy Murphy and James Hanlon, two men in 
his father’s employment,) for the purpose of selling a horse impounded there for 
composition due to the Rev. John Lombard ; that on arriving at the pound inform- 
antsaw a number of persons (over 100) collected there; that on informant putting 
said horse up to auction he was violently assaulted and struck with stones by several 
of the persons so collected, upon which informant discharged a pistol over their 
heads with a view to intimidate them ; that a second pistol which informant held in 
his hand was discharged by a blow of a stone. Informant saith, that the persons 
who committed the said assault commenced shouting, and several other persons 
then ran from different directions in order to intercept informant's retreat ; and he 
verily believes that those persons were so placed for the purpose of murdei'ing him ; 
and informant saith, that in the crowd of persons who assaulted him as aforesaid, 
he identified Edmund Murphy of Gurtroe, in said county, labourer, and Goolden, of 
Shanavoher, in said county, farmer, and one other man whose name informant 
does not know, but whom he could identify.

The INFORMATION of Timothy Muiyhy. 

County of Cork, 1 The information of Timothy Murphy, of Glashabur, who, being 
to wit. Jduly sworn, deposeth and saith, That on Wednesday the 27th inst. 
he was desired by the Rev. Edmond Lombard to go to the Guerrins pound and 
bring down to Thullery Cross, to be sold there, an horse impounded for composi- 
tion, due to his father, the Rev. John Lombard, rector of the parish of Kilshannick, 
as that >vas the day appointed for the sale according to law ; deponent then mounted 
an horse, lent him by the Rev. Edmond Lombard, went as far as Shanavoher, 
when a man, a friend of his, met him, and pointed out to him upwards of 200 
persons collected on Ballybught mountain by the blowing of horns, and told him not 
to go on to the pound, as it was the people’s intent to murder him, James Hanlon,

there, one before and one behind him on the road, he turned his horse to the d\th 
and gallopped across the country, and three of the party followed him more than 
a mile, whom he, therefore, supposes were armed, but through the speed of th° 
horse he rode he. escaped, and came back home to the Rev. John Lombard’s and* 
putting the horse in the stable, he went and laid himself by a ditch to escape bein’ 
asked questions by the Rev. John Lombard’s servants or followers, thinking if 
impossible that the Rev. Edmond Lombard could have escaped, and believing that 
he was then murdered. ° ‘

LETTER from the Right Hon. E. J. Littleton to the Rev. E. Lombard, Mallow. 

Sir, Dublin Castle, 2 December 1833. 

Referring to your letter of the 30th ult., and to the affidavit transmitted by 
you in support of your application to be granted a foifcc to protect persons 
employed in distraining for composition rent due to the Rev. John Lombard 
rector of the parish of Kilshannick, I am commanded by the Lord Lieutenant to* 
remark, that it is not sufficiently apparent from your letter when the opposition to 
the payment of the composition you are about to distrain for first arose, and whether 
any part of the opposition has arisen from an attempt to distrain on the lands 
without reference to the several occupancies. His Excellency wishes also to know’ 
the number of persons on whom you propose to distrain, together with their names 
and residence. On obtaining this intelligence, his Excellency will consider the 
propriety of granting protection to the men to be employed in the service.

LETTER fvoin the Rev. Edmond Lombard to the Right Hon. E. J. Littleton. 

T , Slr > , , , Harriet Ville, Mallow, 4 Dec. 1833. 

1 have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 2d instant, 
and, m reply to that part saying “ it is not sufficiently apparent when the opposi- 
tion to the payment, &c. &c. first arose,” I beg leave to refer to the affidavit of 
James Hanlon, sworn on the 1 5 lh of November, swearing he was credibly informed 
opposition and violence would ensue as soon as I attempted the collection of this 
yea's composition rent, and to the affidavits of Timothy Murphy, James Hanlon 
and John Murphy, as to the violence that ensued on the 27th of November. 

These 
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These affidavits I had the honour of inclosing, through your office, on the 30th, for 
his Excellency’s inspection. His Excellency also requires to know the reason of 
the opposition. To this I may fearlessly answer, that (saving and excepting the 
prevailing anti-protestant epidemic) this opposition ha.s arisen wholly and solely, 
and is now continued, by the unceasing and inveterate harangues of the Rev. Mr. 
Murray, lately appointed Roman-catholic curate to the parish of Kilshannick, the 
farmers saying, “ that unless the payment be done away with entirely, no change 
of mode will be to their advantage, the composition being so very light.” In 
reference to his Excellency’s desire to have furnished the numbers and names of 
the persons to be distrained, I must take the liberty of stating, that binding me to 
a returned list would be a mode of proceeding highly embarrassing. Mv object is 
to collect this year’s composition money with the least possible hazard of endanger- 
ing the public peace ; to do so I should wish to be perfectly free to act according 
to circumstances, and the advice of those friends by whom I would be informed of 
the feelings of the different farmers in the parish. In accordance, however, with 
his Excellency’s wishes, I beg leave to state the plan which ,at present seems the 
safest for me to pursue. 

First, to distrain that farmer by whom the late outrage was planned, ploughland 
Gortroe, name O’Connell ; then ploughland of Gneeves, names Reardon, number 
four, because they are comfortable farmers, peaceably disposed, and their payiug 
will be an example to others to do so. Those farmers, who are well able to pay, 
living on Mr. Owen O’Callaghan’s estate, ploughland Glashabwell, number pro- 
bably six, and Carracleenas, number probably four, because he has ordered them 
all to pay, and I shall have his co-operation in distraining them ; but the individuals 
to be distrained have not yet been arranged with Mr. O’Callaghan. Certain 
farmers on the Lombardstown estate, because they belong to that estate, probably 
eight, and certain farmers on Mr. Newman’s estate, ploughland Drornineer and 
Smithfield’s, probably six, because they are rich, and live close to the pound, 
with the exception of Mr. O’Callaghan’s estate, and distraining on that may be 
deferred, to see the effect of distraining elsewhere. The portions ot the other 
named ploughlands lie so contiguous to each other, that they could be distrained 
in four hours; and I do trust and believe that the above persons, or some of 
them, being distrained under cover of military protection, and their having paid, 
will induce those on Lord Lismore’s and other poor estates to come in and pay, to 
save them from the payment of drivers’ fees, 4 s. 6 d. each ; and because they will 
then see that the Rev. Mr. Murray’s often- repeated assertion, from his altar at 
Glanntane chapel, “ that clergymen’s properties were no longer to be protected by 
•military interference,” has not been founded in fact. 

I would feel infinitely obliged would you have the kindness to point out to me in 
what mode I could lay before his Excellency an account of my father’s habits, 
through a long life, as a Christian clergyman and a resident gentleman, as also the 
reasons that precluded him from taking the oath prescribed by the “ Relief Loan 
Bill-” for then, I am convinced, his Excellency would willingly assent to this my 
request that military aid, and a civil officer to command, may be granted for the 
protection of persons to be employed in distraining for this year’s composition rent 
due to my father, the Rev. John Lombard, rector of the parish of Kilshannick.

LETTER from the Right Hon. E. J. Littleton to the Rev. E. Lombard. 

Sir, Dublin Castle, 18 December 1833. 

On the receipt of your letter of the 14th instant, 1 ordered an inquiry to be made 
why a letter I wrote to you, in reply to your letter of the 4th instant, had not been 
forwarded to you. I am sorry that no trace can be discovered of any copy of it 
in this office, though I certainly wrote it with my own hand. There is still one 
point referred to in my answer to your first letter on which you have furnished no 
explanation, which is, whether any part of the opposition made to your father’s 
claim arises from an attempt to distrain on the tenants, without reference to the 
several occupancies, by which I meant to inquire whether there was any dispute 
between your father and the tenants as to the proportions of charges made on 
each of them. If you can answer this question in the negative, there will be no 
objection to furnish your servants with all requisite protection while distraining.

LETTER from Major Miller to the Right Hon. Edward J. Littleton. 

Sir Cork, 18 December 1833. 

On receiving your communication of the 14th instant, upon the application 
made by the Rev. Edmond Lombard to Government for protection while engaged 
in levying his father’s composition rent, by distress, wherein you direct me to 
acquire information as to whether any part of the resistance which has been mani- 
fested to the payment thereof, in the parish of Kilshannick, arises from doubts as 
to the leo-al right of the incumbent, the course of proceeding I adopted was, 
the instructing of the officer of police of the district, Chief Constable Nash, who was 
stationed at Doneraile, to wait upon Mr. Lombard, and to request to receive from 
him an explicit answer, in writing, to that question. 

I have now the honour to transmit the letter, in reply, which Mr. Nash has sent 
to me, together with a note upon the point adverted to, which Mr. Lombard 
addressed to that officer. 1 am anxious to add, with reference to the probable 
decision of Government to afford the support of an armed force in the case in 
question, that the necessity for military co-operation has become more urgent 
since I wrote to you upon the subject on the 6th instant, in consequence of .the 
order of Government to the sub-inspector of the county of Cork, enjoining the 
formation of many additional stations of police, as places of deposit for the memo- 
trials and schedules of tithe-owners, which will render it morally impossible for me 
to assemble any considerable body of the constabulary for Mr. Lombard’s contem-

Sir, Harriet Ville, Mallow, 19 December 1833. 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 18th 
instant, requiring to know “ whether any part of the opposition to your father’s 
claim arises from an attempt to distrain on the tenants without reference to the 
several occupancies.” * 

To this I must unhesitatingly reply, that it has not arisen from any such cause, 
or is there at present one farmer in my father’s parish who even asserts that he is 
charged with a sum he ought not to pay ; I say, “ at present,” availing myself of 
the query directed to be made by his Excellency to introduce the manner in which 
my father met the only case of disputed occupancy that occurred to him. In the 
year 1 829, a farmer named Creedon, ploughland Mohereen, said he was over- 
charged ; inquiry was made, and it could not be ascertained whether he was or 
not overcharged ; my father desired that the claim therefore should not again 
be made, and since then his agent’s book shows that item passed to him as paid, 
under the head of the “ Disputed ground.” 

If military aid could be granted so as that a distraint may be effected on some 
farmers previously to the 1st of January, it would materially facilitate the peace- 
able payment of this money. I shall be happy to submit to the magistrate to be 
appointed by his Excellency the reasons which have led me to this conclusion.

LETTER from J. Galwey, Esq. to Major Miller. 

Sir, Mallow, 28th Dec. 1833. 

I have the honour to acquaint you that I proceeded to this town yesterday 
agreeably to the instructions I received from you on the 23d instant, and on mv 
way here I waited on the Rev. Mr. Lombard, with whom I arranged as to the 
proceedings to be adopted this morning, and then called upon the commanding 
officer of the troops to consult with him as to our movements and the number of 
military which 1 conceived necessary should attend me.for the protection of 
Mr. Lombard’s bailiffs and drivers. 

We marched at five o’clock this morning to the extreme western point of Kil- 
shannig parish, with a force consisting of two officers, two serjeants, and 4,5 rank 
and file of the 91st regiment, one subaltern, one serjeant, and 20 rank and file of 
the 7th Dragoon Guards, and Chief Constable Nash and 20 of the district police. 
1 •r« ,StanCe - We marc * le ^ before we commenced operations is 10 miles, and the 
bailiffs and drivers then distrained several head of cattle, which were impounded 
at the village of Glanntane. 

There was a pound three miles nearer to the grounds where the cattle were dis- 
trained, but in consequence of there being no door to it, or any means of securing 
the cattle, the pound-keeper declined receiving them, and Mr. Lombard was obliged 
to drive them on to the village I have mentioned. They are to be sold by auction 
at the expiration of 14 days, unless the people come forward and pay the tithe due 
by them. r J 

I have much pleasure in stating that there was not the smallest disposition 
evinced to prevent the cattle being seized ; there was no shouting, or any improper 
language made use of by the people. 

^ad conversation with some sensible persons belonging to the parish of 
AUshanmek, and from what passed I am inclined to think the parishioners are now 
avvai e or their error, and that they will come in and endeavour to make terms with 
ie veiy respectable rector, whom they acknowlege to be the best and kindest 
ot men. 

There were groups of men assembled on the hills as we marched, but not a 
single shout escaped them. 

I hope this communication will be in time for post, as I am aware of your 
anxiety to be informed of the result of the day’s proceedings.

major ( JrALWE Y reports, in the letter herewith transmitted, that he pro- 
ceeded with sonie troops and police yesterday morning to the eastern quarter of 
uie parish of Kilshannick to give protection to the Rev. Mr. Lombard’s agents, who 

were 
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were unable to effect any distraints, as the cattle and other live-stock were housed 
and secured under lock and key. Under the difficulty and obstruction thence 
arising, Mr. Lombard is desirous to seize and remove the corn of the farmers, but 
deems it necessary that a party of infantry should be stationed for a short time at 
the police barrack of Glanntane, which is in the parish of Kilshannick, as a guard 
for the security of such agricultural produce as he may be under the necessity of 
depositing there. 

We can give accommodation at the police barrack in question to the troops ; 
and it may be desirable to resort to the alternative proposed by Mr. Lombard, 
rather than permit the parishioners to exult in the success of their combination. 
But I do not feel myself warranted in making any communication upon the subject 
to the general officer of the district without previously submitting the proposition, 
as explained in Major Galwey’s letter, for the consideration of the Lord Lieutenant, 
and receiving his Excellency’s commands regarding it.

LETTER from J. Galwey , Esq. to Major Miller. 

Sir, Mallow, 30 December 1833. 

I proceeded this morning to the eastern part of the parish of Kilshannick, 
accompanied by the same military force as detailed in my communication of the 
28th instant, which I forwarded to you on that day. We found the cattle in every 
place housed and under lock and key, and, consequently, the bailiffs and drivers 
failed in their attempt to distrain ; and, from every source of information, I am 
now satisfied that the parishioners are determined to oppose, as far as they can, 
the payment of the Rev. J. Lombard’s tithes. A respectable person was yesterday 
deputed to make proposals to Mr. Lombard, but they were of such a nature that 
he could not entertain them ; viz. “ that he should give up the prosecution of the 
persons who were engaged in the late attack on his son, four of whom had been 
apprehended, and that he would not take out the military again ; that he should 
merely proceed to distrain with five or six police, and that when he found cattle 
locked up that he should break open the door and seize them, and that for any 
such act they would undertake to bear him harmless ; that if he consented to these 
terms, he should be paid the whole of his tithes in 15 days.” This proposal was 
of course at once rejected. 

Mr. Lombard is now anxious to adopt other measures, from which he anticipates 
much benefit; but in order to enable him to succeed, he states it will be necessary 
to have a sufficient guard posted at Glanntane, and the only house there to accom- 
modate a party is the police barrack. His plan is to take out a number of carts 
and clear off the corn, unless after seizure they release it, and to make it into stacks 
at the police barrack. He appears to be very sanguine in his expectations that the 
people would pay in preference to allowing their corn to be removed. 

I told him I would communicate with you, and ascertain whether a subaltern’s 
party, with a few police, might be stationed at Glanntane for a few days, for the 
purpose of guarding any corn which may be removed there ; and as he does not 
mean to do anything further until I hear from you, I request you will be good 
enough to write to me as early as you can.

Sir, Kilshannick, 15 January 1834. 

I beg leave to express my very grateful thanks to his Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant for the military aid afforded to me as incumbent of the parish of Kilshannick. 
The military demonstration has been productive of the happiest results, and a moral 
revolution seems to have taken place amongst the people ; harmony has succeeded 
to turbulance, and kind feeling is beginning to prevail. It would, however, be a 
dereliction of gratitude in me if I were not to declare my sincere conviction that 
the change which has taken place in the minds of the people is to be principally 
imputed to the mild, yet firm, address with which the excellent magistrate, Major 
Galwey, conducted himself towards the Roman-catholic clergymen and people.

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I think it very probable, and very natural, that, as being a Roman-catholic 1 
nmy have possessed a more immediate access to the confidence of the Rom le 
catholic clergy and population ; but be that as it may, I think it a duty whiT 
I owe to the Government, as well as to myself, to repeat it, as my heartfelt con ' Cl 
tion, that the calmness and yet the determination of Major Galwey’s mind hi" 
judicious advice with respect to the obedience required of all men to the laws f 
the land, his well-known attachment to the Government under which he hasth 
honour to act, and at the same time his kind feelings towards his countrymen at 
large, have done more for the restoration of peace and good order in the parish of 
Kilshannick than any military efforts without these qualifications could possibl^ 
accomplish. ^ 

May I be permitted to add, that it is a happy circumstance when Government 
finds an officer so competent in every respect to execute their orders for dj e 
eventual good and happiness of the people. 

The several farmers are now bringing in the composition rent, and I trust that 
in a few weeks the whole business will be finally closed.

LETTER from Major Miller to Lieut. -colonel Sir William Gossett, K. C.B. 

Sir, Cork, to February 1834. 

His Excellency will doubtless recollect the reports made to Government by the 
Rev. Edmond Lombard and from this office of the unlawful resistance experienced 
by him in the parish of Kilshannick, in the county of Cork, while enforcing payment 
of the composition rent due his father, who is incumbent thereof, which led to 
my being instructed by the Chief Secretary to afford protection to the servants of 
this clergyman in the further assertion of his rights ; for which purpose a force, 
composed of military and police, was placed under the direction of Major Gahvey, 
the sub-inspector of the constabulary of the county, who is in the commission of 
the peace. 

The most complete success has attended the exertions of this officer, to whom 
Mr. Lombard has addressed a letter so honourable to his own feelings and so com- 
mendatory of Major Galwey s services, that I beg leave to forward it for the Lord 
Lieutenant’s perusal. It has been constantly a part of the game of agitation to 
throw discredit upon the police establishment of Ireland, and to represent its func- 
tionaries as men of sanguinary and ferocious minds, eager to seize an opportunity 
to resort to any measure of severity. These calumnies have spread abroad, and 
I fear have received in England a degree of credit to which they are but little enti- 
tled •, unfortunately none but those who are in the constant habit of seeing the 
working of the system can fully know the patience, moderation and forbearance 
which the members of the constabulary are accustomed to exercise amidst every 
species of provocation.

I feel myself called upon, not only by a sense of public duty, but also through 
the influence of private feelings, to express my warmest and most grateful thanks 
for the judicious and effectual manner in which you vindicated justice, without 
rigour, and tranquillized a very general hostility excited against the payment of 
composition rent in my parish of Kilshannick. 

The happy union of firmness and kindness which you displayed in the perform- 
ance of what, without those qualifications, may have proved a painful and an 
arduous duty, established a confidence in the minds of a deluded people, and satis- 
fied them that you had their best interests at heart when you kindly and anxiously 
advised them to dojustly, and to submit obediently to the laws of their country, 
permit pie, dear Sir, to say that it is a most happy circumstance, both for those 
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who govern and those who are to be governed, when an officer can be found who, 
while his attachment to the Government is universally known, and his determina- 
tion of spirit to execute their commands equally acknowledged, yet carries in his 
bosom those feelings for the happiness and eventual good of his fellow countrymen, 
as at once to win their affections and disarm their hostility. Thus, dear Sir, you 
may enjoy the pure reflection that you have, in the execution of your duty, obtained 
a victory over the people truly enviable as well as invaluable ; you have conquered 
their passions. The pledge given to you of an immediate return to peace and good 
order is redeemed ; the farmers are paying their respective composition rents; and 
I trust that the kind feeling and mutual affection which have subsisted between the 
people and me. for more than half a century will once more return and flow in their 
ancient channel.

LETTER from the Rev. John Lombard, Rector and Vicar of the 
Parish of Kilshannick, to Sir W. Gossett. 

Sir, Harriet Ville, Mallow, 15th February 1834. 

I have lately had the honour of expressing, through the Chief Secretary, my 
grateful thanks to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant for the military aid afforded 
to me in the recovery of my composition rent in the parish of Kilshannick. 

I am most happy to say that, through the judicious arrangement of Major 
Galwey, and the humane advice given by him to the people, those who had been 
most hostile have now laid aside every species of opposition ; tranquillity is per- 
fectly re-established, and will not, I sincerely hope, be again interrupted. It will, 
therefore, in my humble opinion, be most desirable that the persons now confined 
for an assault on my son, when engaged in the collection of my legal demands, 
be admitted to bail. The Roman-catholic clergyman of the parish will join in 
giving security for their keeping the peace, and their appearance when called upon. 
This favour would not only perpetuate the present quiet of my parish, but would, 
by its example, be perhaps most useful in preserving the peace of a much wider 
district. I am now far advanced in years, and having never prosecuted any person 
for more than 50 years, during which I have been incumbent, it would indeed be 
most gratifying to my feelings if the scene were permitted to close in harmony and 
peace. If, therefore, Sir, you will have the goodness to communicate the gracious 
permission of his Excellency to bail those men to the Mallow magistrates 
assembled at petty sessions, it will, in my humble apprehension, be an act of policy 
as well as of humanity.

The Memorial of the undersigned, Rev. Joseph O’Keeffe, Roman-catholic 
Rector of the parish of Kilshannick, near Mallow, in the County of 
Cork,

That a horse, the property of Denis Connell, of Gurtroe, in the parish of Ivd- 
shannick, was privately seized at a late hour of the night of the 13th of November 
last, and impounded before sun-rise in Gurrane pound, a distance of two miles, 
for composition tithe due to the Rev. John Lombard, the incumbent of said parish; 
that many persons were present at the sale ; the Rev. Edmond Lombard attended 
there on behalf of his. father, and acted in the most wanton and outrageous man- 
ner; threatened personal violence, and at the same time produced two cases of 
pistols and a sword for the purpose of intimidation, and discharged one of the 
pistols at the people, although no personal injury was offered at the time ; the 
people having become exasperated threw stones at Mr. Lombard and his party, 
100. Bj w]l ° 
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who were obliged to run away, but, on getting off, Mr. Lombard discharaed 
second pistol at the people. Memorialist begs leave to state that his parishio & 
have been always remarkable for their peaceable and orderly habits, and when th S 
surrounding parishes manifested their opposition to the payment of tithes iT 
public meetings, they never had a meeting of that description in the parish h \ 
quietly submitted to the impost, and the best proof memorialist can give of th ' 
punctuality in that respect is, that there are no arrears of tithe due in the d • h 
before the year 1833, as appears by a printed schedule or return made a short 
time since : ort 

That memorialist cannot but take some credit to himself for his exertions ' 
preserving the peace of the parish, being mainly instrumental in having the com 0 
position entered into, and afterwards inculcated the necessity of having it paid, 
long as it was the law of the land ; but memorialist regrets that the incumbent 
(with whom memorialist is on terms of strict intimacy since he came to the parish 
being a period of 21 years) has not shown a corresponding feeling ; for memo- 
rialist saith, that long before the present distraint was made, he waited on the 
incumbent for the purpose of inducing him to accept the Government loan and 
represented to him that he, the incumbent, ought not to frustrate the benevolent 
intentions ot the Government, the more especially as he received uniform acts of 
kindness from the parishioners; but the incumbent peremptorily refused to accede 
to this proposal, and said he would not give up one particle of his rights for anv 
government: ’* 3 " 

That six men, namely, David King, Geoffrey Connell, Edward, John and Patrick 
Murphy, and Cornelius Fitzpatrick, were arrested at a late hour last night by about 
35 policemen, on warrants issued by the magistrates of the Malfow district 
charging them with having been concerned in the rescue of the tithe distress and 
an assault and pound-breach, without having previously issued any summons for the 
purpose of an inquiry, as is their usual practice in such cases. The prisoners were 
severely beaten by the police at the time of their arrest, and their houses and 
furniture broken : 

lliat memorialist attended this day before the magistrates at the petty sessions of 
Mallow, and there solicited an inquiry into all the circumstances of the case and 
offered to give bail to any amount for the prisoners ; but the magistrates refused to 
comply with memorialist’s request :
